Especially gratif.ving to manager Winn is the 
incia-ase in the stake entries at Churchill" Downs. 
For several .rears past this historic old course did 
not lay up much at its atituiun meetings, and even 
the horsemen <lid not take a whole lot of intere.»t 
in them. This resulted in a small numlnir of en- 
tries for the stakes, and horses contested for them 
many times that were not worth the amount of 
money they won. 

GOOD SHOWING FOR CHURCHILL DOWNS. 

This year, however, it will be different, as prac- 
tically every owner who nominated his horses at 
]..ittonia did likewise in the Ixuisville sLikes. In- 
creasing the distances of the Golden Rod and Falls 
Cit.v Handicaps, as well as making them worth 
more tiiiancially. had the desired effect, as is shown 
by the fact that the former drew eight.v-nine en- 
tries this year against twent.v-tliree in 191S. The 
Golden Rod is a mile race for two-year-olds, and 
the Falls City Handicap i>» at one and one-six- 
teenth miles for three-year-olds and over. In 
previous years the former was a selling stake at 
five and one-half furlongs, while the Falls City 
was at three-quarters. 

Some surprise was occasioned when it was found 
that the I»ulsville Cup • showed such a big gain 
over previous years, and tliis year it even exceeds 
tlie I-atonia Clip h.v seven numinatiuiis. Tliis is 
Is'eause tlio l.,onisville Cup will in all probability 
be run the last da.v of the autumn season, No- 
vemla-r 1, and ever.v horse eligible will be fit if 
jMissible, as tlie.v will have had plenty of racing 
li.v that time. 

“It eertaiiil.v is (deasing to me to see the way 
in wliieh the horsemen responded with entries to 
the long-distance stakes,” said manager Winn, 
“and there is not a good long-ioute liorse in .\meri- 
ca that is not eligible for one or more of them. 1 
have preached long -.tlista nee racing so much that it 
has become sort of a fad with me, but I know 
that the patrons of the simrt want it, and for that 
reason 1 put on so many long -route stakes and 
hung up siu'h good purses for them. I>ook at the 
way the Twin City Handiea|> at Latonia filled — 
fift.v-two entries — and it is at one mile and fivc- 
eigliths. The Autumn Handicap, for sprinters, at 
lliree-quarters of a mile, drew only three more. 
Our stake entries have firmly convinced me that 
all the horsemen need is eiiconragement in a finan- 
cial wa.v to make them train their horses to go over 
a long route, and they will hrve no trouble getting 
thi.s encouragement from the Kentucky Jockey 
Club.”

around the others in the stretch the colt dn>xv away 
from Kinnoul in the last eighth to xvin easing up. 
Kinnonl folloxved the fast Uarmandale closely for 
the first tliree-eigliths, and sliortly after round- 
ing tlie stretch turn shoxxed in front, but tlie win- 
ner’s rush xvas too mueh for him and he steadil.v 
fired and barely lasted long enough to Ijeat Samin.v. 
Round Robin closed an immense gap and lamlefl 
in fonrtli place. The start practically eliminated 
King Thrush, a supitosed dangerous contender, for 
lie got tangled in the barrier and was forced t" 
trail the ta|ie liehind him for the entire race. 
His race, considering his mishap, was a fine one 
and he miglit have been the victor but for the 
|iost accident. 

DISAGREEABLE WEATHER FOR RACING. 

Bleak, cold, slioxvery xveatlier ruled during the 
most part of the afternoon, hut it did not have 
much effect in reducing tlie attendance. The 
early sliowers were beneficial to the. course, :is 
indicated by the time in the oiienlng race. Tlie 
sun made strong efforts during the afternoon to 
dispel the clouds and succeeded on several occa- 
sions. hut tlie shoxvers prevailed at intervals uutil 
Just before the iwst time for the final race. Witli 
no more rain the track will be lightning fast for 
tomorroxv’s racing. 

A stiectacular match la*twceii two crack steeple- 
chasers finally culminated in a seemiug victory for 
Robert Oliver over Wcldship. Rut he was dis- 
qualified later b.v tlie stexxards for liaviiig imix-ded 
Weldsliip xvliile going over the last Jump. There 
were originally tliree in tlie race, hut tlie xvithdraxval 
of King Simon left the above xiair to fiirnisli tiie 
eoiitest. In his eustomar.v style Wcldship took the 
lead at onec, hut Rolicrt Olix'er kept doggedl.v after 
liim and just before the last jumii it appeared tliat 
lie xvould Im- an eas.x' xviiiner.

Iioxvever, Itohcit Oliver tisik off toward the inside 
and landed directly in front of Weldsliip. Tlie 
stexvavds evidently regarded Weldsliip sutficiently 
imiieded to xvarrant a disqualification. Weldsliip 
was clearly beaten at the time and liad the mishap 
not occurred RolsTt Oliver would liave iM-aten liim 
easily.

■\ goial hand of .voungsters xvcrc starters in tlie 
race, xvith the Hildreth reiiresentatixa; tlie favorite 
and lie never gave his haekers much eonoern. for 
he rnis-il into a good lead soon after the start and 
<-ontinned in the van liard held, t'leopatra essayed 
to keep him elose i-ompany in tlie enrl.x' running, hut 
found tlie task a iliffienlt one. jnirtienlarly after 
Doniiiiii|ue had traveled the first eightli in 11-^.-. 
-econds. He ttirned the next quarter in 21 *s. Tlie 
dazzling speed he turned on for the first tliree- 
eightiis proved the other's undoing. Cleopatra, under 
a liaril drive, outstayed Captain llershler for second 
place. The latter’s race xvas a goixl one and he 
closed a big gap in tlie last quarter.

Surprisingly Good Nominations to the Cesarewitch 
and Cambridgeshire Please English Turfmen. 

Ninety-seven entries in the Cesarcwiicli and 
eight.v-iiiiie in tlie Camliridgcsldre not only exceed 
all exiM*etations and sliow a liealtliy state of af- 
fairs, hut, eomldned with the lilwral resimnses to 
otlier races recently closed, pn-sage an iinusiinlly 
Imsy wind np to tlie season. Tlie Nurseries have 
done partieulnriy well, and wlicn one n‘calls llie 
racing for the maiden two-year-<dd plates one can- 
not Imt sympathize witli haiidle:ip|«‘rs in tlie diffi 
ciilties aliend of tlieni. Tlie controllers of tlie turf 
are proverldally reluctant to lireiik away from tradi- 
tion, liiit it does seem foolish to publish the weights 
for tlieir two principal Octolmr events iK’fore the 
Doncaster meeting considering how directly the.y must 
lie influeneed by such races as the (ireat Yorksldre 
Ilandieap, the Rufford Handicap, the IXuicaster 
Cup and the St. Legcr. Tliere is a gissl show of 
good class in both the Cesarewitch and Cambridge- 
shire. ami tlie preiHuideraiice of three-year-olds will 
at once Ih* noticed, as also tlie fact tliat the only 
elnssic winners of the season entered are The 
Panther and Rosewa.v, and the Irisli Oaks vlctrix, 
Snow Maiden, in tlie shorter race. Sir Douglas is 
a notable omission from the Cesarewitch, which 
is luidoubtedl.v the easier race to win, and tliis can 
liardl.v be due to any doubt ns to stamina, as he 
has Ireen entered for tlie Doncaster Cup. Tlie ab- 
sence of Grand Parade and Bayuda is hardly less 
surprising, and from the seniors the name of By 
Jingo is consideuoiisly missing, although lie fig- 
ures at the head of the Prince Edward Handieni>. 
There are no fewer than fort.v-oiie tlir(*e-year-olds 
in the Cesarewitch and a lialf dozen more in the 
Camhridgesliire, and it is g»«id to find tlio king 
reiireseiited b.v Jutland in lM>th events and Vieero.v 
in addition at the Houghton meeting. 

TRAINER TAYLOR’S CHANCES. 

Manton, as nsnal, is .strongly represented in the 
long race witli Inst year’s winner. Air Raid, Silver 
Bullet, Haki, Chat 'for aud (jueen’s Square, and 
it will be strange if a fancied candidate be not 
found among them. I tliink I am right in saying 
that neither Taylor nor his father over trained the 
winner of tlie Cambridgeshire, hut the chance may 
come with M.v Dear, Queen’s Square, Flying Spear 
and Manilardo. Stanley House is well prepared 
for the long race with Dionysos, Trestle, Rothesay 
Ba.v and Keysoe; Cliattis Hill i.s formidable with 
Silver Bridge, Skyraker, Droinio and lYince Philip, 
and R. Day is rt'sponsible for four in Wilson, (Jipsy 
IjOd, Alasnam. and Mcl^ean for Sir Abe Bailey, 
who brought off a coup witli Son in Ijiw a few 
years ago. Blackwell, who knows all about the 
Cesarewitch, has White Heat, Old Bill and Helion 
to go to work with, and Cotlrill has Ivanhoe, Gay 
I»rd and Good Game, and not a few shrewd judges 
have thus early made np tlieir minds that the win- 
ner is among them. Sllonyx represents Kingsclere. 
and one notes with satisfaction the resuscitation of 
Uizzio, which promised so woll as a two-year-old 
until he fell a victim to leg trouble, and his only 
apiiearance since was behind Polygiiotus and Rapi- 
dan at Newbury in the spring. Familiar names 
crop up in Greek Scholar, I.inngdon Hills, Tom Pep- 
per, St. Elol, Water Bed, Furore, Warwick, Buck- 
thorn. King Jolin, Arion, He and Golden Fleece, 
and noticeable among tlie tliree-year-olds, in addi- 
tion to tliose already mentioned, are Biillyeaston, 
Hapii.v Man, All Alone, Paper Mone.v, Good Night, 
Longslip, Sardis, Tangiers, Chuette, Knight of 
Blyth and Bay of Naides.

We have the 
two eliiimpions, Irish Elegance and Diadem, sup- 
ported by such well-known horses as Planet, Ricli 
Gift, Itoyal Bucks, Zinovin, Arion, Roidciir, 
Callander, (Jrand Fleet, Scatwell, Rivershore and 
King John, while conspicuous among tlie young ones 
are Manilardo. Flying Spear, Gliinmerln, Sir Doug- 
las, Tlie Panther, Koseway. Paper Money, Chuette, 
Golden Orb. Cliiffre d’Ainour, Glaciale, Dominion, 
Bruff Bridge, Polygnotus, Daphne and Snow Maiden.

Handicap, I^atonla Cup, Falls City Handicap and 
Louisville Cup are composed of horses wliich are 
eligible for tlie I..atoni:i Championship Stakes. Tliis 
will give the owners plent.v of chances to make 
their journey to Kentucky iirofitablc, even if they 
fail to get any ixirtion of tlie purse in the $50,060 
event. 

It was sort of an agreeable surprise when the 
entries to tlie Lexington Cup Handicap were com- 
piled and it was found that twenty-seven had been 
named for it. I^cxington was somewhat on the order 
of Ijouisville at autumn meetings in years past — 
stakes were out of the question with the exception 
of the Breeders’ Futurity — but if only ono-half of 
the horses named* for the Cup event go there the 
hniidicap division will be well taken care of through- 
out tlie meeting. 

As is the case at Tjatonia and Churcliill Downs, 
a number of eastern stiihles are represented in the 
Lexington entries, most of thorn first timers at fall 
meetings in tliis section. Tlie Ijexington Cup is a 
$5,000 added event at one and one-half miles, and 
a liaiidsome trophy wili be awarded the winner. 

Slamiger Winn is spmiding a few days here witli 
Hamilton C. Applegate, wlio is associated with 
Charles F. (irainger in tlie iiiaiiagiuiieiit of Churcliill 
Downs, and tlie two are going over tlie tem- 
porary improvements intended to make more room 
for tlie race patrons in tlie fall. Tlie attendance 
last spring demonstrated that something had to be 
done in tills respect, and wliile the liig improvements 
could not h»“ made this summer those that are under 
way will tend to make a wiiole lot more space 
It will be tlie first time that Ciiiirehill Downs lias 
been selected to wind iqi a Kentuck.v racing season, 
hut dates make no difference to tin* Isuiisville luib- 
lic, as the racegoers here turn out in large niim- 
liers at all times and regardless of wi-atlier or track 
conditions. 

Many of tlie stables at Cliurchill Downs and Doug- 
las Park are now moving to T>exiiigton. and only 
a few of tliein will ship diri’ct to laitonia. The 
liorses which summered in tliis section all did 
well, and witli few exceptions all are ready to race 
even this early. 



DONCASTER ST. LEGER CANDIDATES 

Buchan Held to Be Hard to Vanquish in the Com- 
ing Renewal of the Great Autumn Race. 

Tlie last of llie five classics of racing — the Don- 
caster St. l>ger — will be run at its traditional liome 
on the town moor at IKuicaster SeptenilsT 10. 'riiiit 
is not a far nwa.v date. Under tlie circumstances 
it is quite natiiraf that tlie relative eliances Of tlie 
probable starters should b«- under close scrutiny, and 
concerning these “Vigilant” in I^indoii .SiHirtsinaii 
sa.vs : 

“.Mtliongh tiie St. I>*ger is One for decision 
on Sci)tenilH*r 10. one seldom lu-ars tlie race inen- 
tinned, a state of npalh.v wliicli I attribute largel.v 
to the moderate quality of our tiiroo-year-olds. 
Grand Parade, as winner of the Derby, stands out 
coiisiiieiions, but nnfortiinatelv lie retireil under the 
minor forfeit, which suggests that not much was 
tliniight of him in his early days, and altliough lie 
won the blue riliand, it docs not follow that lie is 
tlie best of his age. The eolt may Ik* on view again 
in tlic Doncaster Stakes, for wliieh lie has incurred 
the extreme iH-iiulty, but a greater test may come 
In tlie Champion Wakes, wliicli is void of extras or 
allowances, and here lie can be opposed by Galloper 
Light. Buchan, Tlie Panther, Polygnotus, African 
Star, Stefan the Great and I’erion of his own age, 
while tlie best of seniors engaged appear to lie 
Prince Chiniay, ,\ir Raid, Callander, Zinovia and 
By Jingo, GainslKirougti having disappeared, wliilo 
Dnnsellon is debarred by the condition in ids luir- 
chase by Mr. Galstaun for 416, .500. which prohihits 
him from running tlie liorse again in England. Gal- 
Iop«T Liglit cannot run for the St. I>-ger, and I.ord 
Basil has Is-en struck out of all engagements, from 
wliicli one infers fiiat something lins gone wrong 
witli the sou af Bayardo. 

MANTON’S HOPE. 

“Biiolian, liowever, ran do duty, and seems to 
liold a first-class clmnce of winning. Many hold 
tliat tile colt was unlucky not to win the IX-rby. 
but as the race was run I doubt if lie could 
have iK-aten Grand Parade in any eircumstam^’s, 
and probably the most unfortunate animal in the. 
field was Dominion. Since then Buchan has made 
handsome amends for tliat failure by winning the 
Princess of Wales Stakes and the Eclipse Stakes, 
but it was no great ncliievement to lieat Leandros 
and Cattpgat in the former event, and the opposition 
was weak at Sniulown seeing flint Cygiius, Splendid 
Spur and Gay Lord were his nearest op[ionents, and 
although lie won comfortably the performance did 
not materlnlly enhance his reputation. If on the 
small side he is a colt of beautiful symmetry and 
quality, and can always be relied on to give his 
running; in fact, there is not a more consistent 
horse in training. It was, I think, wise to rest 
him, for it struck me that lie was a little light 
at Snndown, and the ‘easy’ slinnld he lieneficlal, 
but -Taylor is a master of the art, and I have no 
doubt the colt will strip as fit as the proverbial 
fiddle at Doncaster. No betting on the race has 
come under my notice, but I believe Bnelian would 
be backed against the field; anyway lie is and 
will be a warm favorite provided all continues well 
with him to the end. If, as I am informed, Childs 
is to ride lilm again, it is fair to assume that 
Lady James Douglas iias no intention of running 
Baynila. 

FILLIES AND DONCASTER, 

“Mares have frequently distinguished themselves 
in the ‘Sellingei-,’ and within my memory are the 
exploits of Marie Stuart, AiK-logy, Jaiinette, Dilteh 
Oven, Seabrppz<‘. Memoir, L-i Fleehe, Throstle, 
Sceptre and Pretty Polly. Nothing will alter my 
opinion tliat Keystone II. should have won in Trout- 
beck’s year. She proved it afterw.-ird by a sidendid 
effort with the worst of tlie weights in the 
Jockey Chib Stakes, for Beppo, wliicli Ix-at lier, was 
only ‘two heads’ lieliiiid the winner at Doncaster. 
One wonders whether It is within the bounds of 
possibility for her daughter, Keysoe, to bring con- 
solation for tliat unlucky defeat. The chance 
seems remote, but when marcs start improving it 
is remarkable what great strides they make, and 
there is ample scope in the slashing daughter of 
Swynford, himself a St. Lcger winner. Aftican 
Star gave her fifteen pounds and a beating at 
Liverpool, but I think lie would have had bad 

luck ill a similar task at Goodwood, wliere Ixird 
Derby’s mare scored twice, first making a back 
of Britannia and then winning the Nas.sau Stakes 
from Flying Spear. In the latter race she sur- 

prised me by the gameness she displayed, for, like 
many of the descendants of I’ersimmon, I had be- 
gun to fear that idiick was not her forte, but here 
she ran as ‘game ns a pebble' and as straight as a 
‘gun-barrel’ under pressure, and I hope that the 
two victories last week have done her a world of 

good. She may be too big to come to Iier best 

this year, but may easily develop into a Cup candi- 
date of liigli order, and it is in her favor tliat she 
shapes like a real stayer. 

DOMINION AND SIR DOUGLAS. 

“Dominion is said to Imve put liis foot in a Iiole 
and lamed himself in the Derby, but the effect 
can only liave been trifling, for within a fortnight 
he came out fresh again at Ascot to win tlie Priiiee 
of Wales Stakes, covering the mile and five-eighths 
as though the distanee was no trouble to him, 
though that was not the impression previously held 
of him. It was in every respect a delightfully 
smooth perforipance, and as the Iiamlsome son of 
Polymelus has made satisfactory progress since, ■ 
there is sound reason for hoping that he will give 
a good necoiiiit of himself in the St. Leger, with a 
victory probably intervening at Derby. Of all the 
three-year-olds, however, I do not think there is 
one that has made more improvement tliail Sir 
Douglas, which has proved well worthy of his name. 
From something like a roilge lie lias developed since 
Hulnie took him In liand, and now runs as gen- 
erously as possible. As nn individual lie is splendid 
and a great credit to bis sire, Stedfast, with all 
the attributes of a first-class race horse, and 
although liis task there would, I tliink, have lieeu 
im easy one, it was wise not to run risks with the 
colt on tlie hard, rough ground at Brighton. Sir 
Douglas has gone on steadily improving since the 
Derliy, having scored three times in succession, 
winning at Ascot, then at Salisbury anil at (Jood- 
wood. wlicrc lie showed liimself two stone or more 
the superior of Chat 'For. It would Is- interesting 
to know wliat Taylor thinks of him, and failing that 
I will cliiince the opinion that Sir Hodworth Meiix 
will want a lot of beating at IXmciister.”
